That's.the snbjixrt of an interest- 


ing display in the window of the 
Merchants & Savings Bank. In 1837 
the population of the city consisted 
of one settler. Ti:n years later 632 
had. 
made this site: their home. The 


chart prepared by the bank shows 
not only the city's development for 
every decade of its history but con- 
tains estimates of. Madison's popu- 
lation for 50 yeans in advance. 


The estimates were worked out 


scientifically 
by the 
Chamber of 


Commerce and are based- on the 
city's past growth. 
According to 


the estimate!, thiis year will give 
Madison a population of 39,966. In 
1930 
there will be 60,000 souls here. 


Ten years later its number will ex- 
pand to 90,000 and in 1970 Madison 
will be a city of 295,000 


So say the estimates on the chart 


of the Merchants and Savings Bank. 
The window also contains the cop- 
per box, new coimi, bills, city news- 
paper, and other documents that 
will go into the <x>rnerstone of the 
city's largest bunk and office build- 
ing. 


At present thei« are 4,288 acres 


in the city proper, exclusive of the 
university grounds.

increase to include 30,000 acres in

That the leasing of the Overland 


building, to be known as the Capitol 
Annex, for a period of six yoara was

the building at the direction of Gov. 
E. L. Phflipp. 


".Realizing that it -would be necea- 
ssry to vacate tire various logislu- 
tivo offices for the legislature and 
to take care of the various activities 
of the different departments of the 
state Kovorament, Gov. Philipp di- 
rected me several months ago to 
find suitaible quarters for the vari- 
ous departments," said Mr. Blumea- 
feld today. 


"A new situation was facing us in 


that the Highway Commission would 
its activities so greatly increased by 
the supervision of the expenditure 
of nearly ?20,000,000 that it would 
alone require about 25 rooms. R 
was at first thought a building could 
be leased for that department at a 
rest of ?S,000 to $9,000 per year. 
But no such buHdinpr was available 
and the Overland building was then 
chosen. 
Before the lease could be 


executed, however, one of the own- 
ers determrined to sell out and for a 
time it appeared we would have to

The 
result therefore is that, with the in- 
creased cost of government, the rate 
of property tax has been constantly 
increasing, with no corresponding in- 
crease in income tax rates. The tax- 
ation of tangible property is a gen- 
eral tax, having within its

rural, as well as urban, property, 
while, as a matter of'fact, the in- 
come tax is an urban tax largely. 
Whenever 
a 
municipality 
issues 


bonds for public improvements, there 
is and must be a resolution adopted, 
levying a tax upon the assessable 
property of the district sufficient to 
pay the interest and to discharge the 
principal as it becomes due. Never 
does such a tax resolution impose 
any additional burden under the, in- 
come tax system. 


The income tax law is justified 


upon the proposition that those who 
are best able to pay should share 
their just and equitable proportion 
of the burdens of government. 


The income tax law was passed 


in 191.1. ¥here has been no read- 
justment of the two systems of tax- 
ation looking toward an equitable 
distribution of tax 
burdens 
since 


then. 


RECALL 


The states of Oregon, California, 


Arizona, Colorado, Idaho, 
Nevada, 


Washington, Michigan, Kansas, and 
Louisiana have adopted the recall, 
applicable at least to every elective 
public officer, but four 
of 
those 


state? have excepted judges from the 
recall. 
I approve of the recall in 


principle. 


In connection with this proposed 


amendment to our constitution, the 
recall should not be available until 
there hassbecn an opportunity for 
the people to judge of the official 
acts of an elected officer, so that the 
vote, when taken under the recall, 
will be on the merits of the incum- 
bent's administration rather than to 
enable a defeated group to force a 
new election on the basis of rival 
candidates at a time when the in- 
cumbent has had no opportunity to 
justify his election in the first in- 
stance. 


Where the terms of office are very 


short, the law should properly guard 
against the use of the recall for tha 
purpose only of harassing an offi- 
cial.

TAXATION 


We have two system* of taxation 


In this state: one, the' taxation of 


flbl* property, such as rea es- 
and personal prop«rty,,.»n(i the 


Taxes on tangible property in Wis- 


consin in the last twenty years for 
state, couniy, and 
local 
purposes 


have increased from twenty million 
dollars to seventy million dollars, an- 
nually. The income tax 
for 
the 


years 1913 to 1016, both inclusive, 
ranged from $3,241,000 to $3,732,000. 
Fcr the normal years of 1913 and 
1914, the income tax average for the 
two years was $3,500,000. For the 
years 1917, 191S, 1019, and 1920, the 
income tax raised from $5,200,000 to 
$12.000,000. This increase was due 
entirely to the extreme profits made 
on account of the world war, and 
lho?e figures ale unreliable as a bas- 
is for deduction. 


For the first two normal years, 


the average cas-h collected on 
ac- 


count 
of the 
income taxes 
was 


$1.500,000. For the years 1915 and 
1916 tho cash collected on account of 
income taxes was about $2,000,000 
annually. The difference between the 
cash collected and the total taxes 
was due to the personal property 
offset which for the first four years 
of the administration of the income 
tax law amounted to substantially 
the same as the cash collected. 


It will therefore be observed that 


there is no substantial increase in 
the income tax during normal years, 
and such tax amounts to a very small 
fraction of the tax on tangible prop- 
erty. • The- ratio stands about one to 
thirty-five in favor of the income tax 
collections. In other words, there is 
ollccted 
from 
tangible property 


about-thirty-five'times as much tax 
as there is from incomes. 


A very small percentage of the 


income tax goes into the state treas- 
ury, and it was originally intended 
that such percentage should cover 
the cost of administration of the in- 
come tax law. In my consideration 
of income tax recommendations, I am 
excluding all consideration 
of the 


surtax, collected under the soldiers 
bonus acts, and I {rive the figures in 
round numbers only. 


The total assessment of all prop- 


erty in the state in the last year, on 
which the 1921 taxes will be paid, 
amounts to $4,500,000,000. On this 
basis, the university % mill tax will 
amount to $1,700,000; the normal 
school 1-C mill tax will amount to 
$750,000; the common school 
7-10 


mill tax will amount to $3,150,000, 
and the road tax will amount to 
$1,700,000, or a total of $7,300,000, 
as a direct tax against the tangible 
property which is paid into the state 
treasury. 


The total amount of taxes derived 


from real and personal property p'aid 
into public treasuries 
in the last 


year, including the mill taxes, coun- 
ty, town, city, village, and school 
district taxes, amounts in round 
numbers to $70,000,000. This ex- 
cludes tho bonus tax, and is exclus- 
ive of all corporation taxes, income 
taxes, and inheritance taxes. 


It will be seen that the tangible 


property pays by far the greatest 
amount of taxes, and not only is 
there an increase in the assessed 
valuation of the property, but there 
is a constant increase in the tax 
rate, while the income tax rate nev- 
er changes; and thus the increased 
cost of running our institutions— 
state, county, city, town, village, and 
school district—rests heavily upon 
the man who owns property, and who 
in many instances is unable to pay 
that increased tax. The income tax- 
payer escapes substantially all tlio 
cost 
of 
modern ' i m p rovements, 


whether it is the building of good 
roads, 
courthouses, 
schoolhouses, 


streets, or state institutions, or any 
other public improvement. The pur- 
pose of. the income tax law origin- 
ally was to prcd-uce an equitable ad- 
justment of the tax burden, nnd to 
place a fair share of such burden up- 
on those who are best able to pay. 
That purpose has not been accom- 
plished 
• 


I am not now discussing the merits 


of their proposal,.and I am only con- 
sidering tha question of a more eq- 
uitable distribution of the tax bur- 
den.. In order to relieve the general 
property from a part of the burden 
of taxation, and require an equitable 
share of that burden to be paid by 
those who are best able to pay, I 
recommend that there bo established 
a state fund from taxes derived from 
incomes, and that there be an addi- 
:ional progressive, graduated tax up- 
on the higher incomes, beginning at 
i suggested income of $5,000, and 
.ncreasing the rate progressively up- 
on incomes exceeding that, with re- 
spect to all classes of income tax- 
Myers, whether individuals or cor- 
porations. I suggest, in beginning 
with $5,000 as the 
income upon 


which this tax should be levied, that 
that amount constitutes a reasonable 
exemption both to . individuals and 
corporations. I recommend that no 
deduction from corporate incomes on 
a percentage- basis be made Tho 
reason for this recommendation is 
that, if a percentage is allowed upon 
the capital stock, surplus, and undiv- 
ided profits, there will be a tendency 
to inflate the capitalization, and thus 
bring about a discrimination as be- 
tween corporations and individuals. 


The experience of the federal gov- 


ernment with the excess profits tax 
law has shown the serious adminis- 
trative difficulties to be met in any 
law under which a deduction from 
net income is based on invested cap- 
tal. Not only are there gross ir- 
regularities because of capitalizing 
good will and other intangible prop- 
erty at inflated values, but a highly 
technical and complicated income tax 
blank is required, necessitating ex- 
perts for its .preparation. Taxpayers 


ro been compelled to pay thous- 


ands of dollars for 
assistance 
in 


making their federal returns, and 
then have had r.o assurance that 
their tax liability was correctly stat- 
ed. No legislation should be enacted 
at this time which would still, fur- 
ther aggravate this situation 


The amount to be levied, in order 


to relieve the -general 
property, 


should be sufficient to pay a part of 
the present mill tax of the univer- 
sity, normal schools, common schools 
and road taxes. Under the soldiers' 
bonus legislation, about nine million 
dollars was collected from the so- 
called surtax on incomes. Incomes 
in the future will not average as 
high as they have during the war 
period, and it is reasonable to pre- 
sume that a tax equal to five soldiers' 
bonus tax rate will amount to a sum 
under four million dollars per an- 
num. 


I recommend the adoption of this 


policy, and, in order to relieve, in/ 
part at least, the general property, 
from the university, normal school, 
common school, and road mill tax, 
that there be vested in the State 
Treasurer, Secretary of State, and 
Executive, authority to remit such 
portion of such mill tax as may be 
supplied by the state fund created 
out of the income tax suggested, if 
such power does not now clearly ex- 
ist. 


Unless there is some established 


state -policy with respect to my sug- 
gestions,'at each session of the leg- 
islature there will be an invitation 
to legislate, from time to time, pro- 
posing the so-called surtax on in- 
comes, whenever the legislature may 
desire that the state embark upon 
some new undertaking, or meet some 
proposed appropriation. 


This is a very reasonable 
pre- 


sumption, and you will remember 
that when the proposal was made to 
increase the university and normal 
school mill tax on property, at the 
last special session of the legisla- 
ture, the legislature proposed to levy 
a surtax o(n incomes, and did pass 
such legislation.. 


Unless there 
is an .established 


state policy, as I 'have recommended, 
there will constantly be the tempta- 
tion to meet large appropriations by 
a surtax on incomes, and I therefore 
feel that there-should be established 
a state fund, which will not invit* 
extravagance, and yet adjust upon an 
equitable basis ithe burdens of tax- 
ation. 
' •• 


In . providing for this fund, 
the 


taxable income should include divi- 
dends'from all corporations. I per- 
ceive of no reasonable argument in 
favor of permitting those who re- 
ceive dividends from . corporations 
assessed under the Wisconsin income 
tax law, or from banks and trust 
companies,.to escape taxation there- 
on, ar.d the legislature should pro-rj 
vide for taxation of such dividends, 
whether they be granted in the way 
of cash or stock. 


This proposed revision of the in- 


come tax law doe's not contemplate 
any increase in taxes in the aggre- 
gate My recommendation only goes 
to the point of establishing a system 
whereby those who are best able to 
pay will bear their just and equitable 
share of the cost of government. 


Not -only should the-two systems 


of taxation be adjusted along the 
lines I have suggested but, in my 
opinion, we should also establish a 
ratio as. between- the property tax 
rate and the income tax rate, so that 
in the future, if there is any increase 
in the property tax rate, in the aver- 
age, the income tax rate shall in- 
crease according to such ratio as 
your honorable body may establish. 
And thus, any increase in the cost 
of government -will not. be placed 
inequitably upon those 
who own 


property, and permit those who are 
best able to pay.to escape their share 
of'the increased burden. 


the ordinary standards of living. The 
cost of living has at least doubled 
and if the. theory of exemptions is 
to be carried put, according to the 
logic of the situations, the exemp- 
tions.should bo increased in proper- 
Lion to tho increase in the cost of 
living. 
The federal income tax law pro- 


vides for an exemption of $2,000 for 
the head of a family, $200 for each 
dependent, and $1,000 for * single 
person. 
I recommend that the exemptions 


under the present income tax law be 
increased to a sum not less than the 
amount provided for in lie federal 
income tax law. In providing for the 
exemptions, whatsoever the amount 
of the increase may be, the rate 
should be set ahead, also the effect 
of increasing the oxemptions will be 
to d-ecrease the rate of taxation un- 
der the present law. , 


PERSONAL PROPERTY 


OFFSET 


The Tax Commission has thrice 


recommended the repeal of the per- 
sonal property tax offset, in 1916, 
1918, and in its report for 1920. 


I concur in the arguments and con- 


clusions of the Commission with re- 
spect to such recommendation. 


SECRECY CLAUSE 


INCOME TAX—STATE FUND 


The University and normal schools 


arc demanding an increased amount 
for their use, and the suggestion has' 
been made to increase the mill tax 
to meet such appropriations, if the 
appropriations are made.' 


Under'the statutes, live- income tax 


returns cannot be divulged or made 
known to the public by the taxation 
officers. 


. It is argued that to permit the in- 


come tax returns to be made public 
is to divulge to competitors the bus- 
iness secrets of the individual or cor- 
poration. The truth is that there is 
nothing in the income tax return that 
divulges any trade secrets, and there 
is nothing therein by which a com- 
petitor can take advantage of the 
taxpayer, any more than there is an 
opportunity for a competitor to take 
advantage of the personal property 
or real estate tax returns. There is 
nothing of value in an income tax 
return to a competitor. 


The result of the secrecy clause 


is to protect dishdnest tax returns, 
and such secrecy encourages the will- 
fully dishonest to make false returns. 


For instance, 
I 
understand 


there arc about 12,000 corpora- 
tions in the state. 
For the 


years 1919 and 1920 the 
Tax 


Commission audited the 
bookii 


of 127 of those corporations, and 
as a' result of such audit, suc- 
ceeded in assessing an addition- 
al income tax of $102,834. Some 
of those corporations made will- 
fully false returns Others es- 
caped their just share of taxes 
through an indifferent Income 
tax. return, and others escaped 
their just tax by reason of a 
wrong comprehension of the bas- 
is of. taxation. 
If the income tax returns were 


subject to inspection by.local auth- 
orities and state officers who have 
some duty to perform or some re- 
sponsibility to discharge with re- 
spect to obtaining funds to which the 
state is entitled, or if the returns 
were subject to the inspection of 
vigilant citizens, those making in- 
come tax returns .-would 
be more 


careful, where carelessness prevails, 
and more honorable, where dishon- 
esty prevails, in making a correct 
return. 


There is no way under the present 


law by which the returns may be 
produced in court, in any proceeding 
except tax proceedings in which 'the 
particular return is involved. 


As the statute1 now stands, and as 


interpreted by the federal couri, it 
palsies the arm of every, state de- 
partment with, respect .to any matter 
about which tax information is nec- 
essary. It is very plain .that the 
statute paralyzes government, in- 
vites-perjury and renders sovereign- 
ty helpless. It is the dead hand of 
legislation, making even the legis- 
lature powerless .and impotent. 


I recommend the repeal of the sec- 


recy clause of the income tax law. 


tablishment of such a fund, thos* 
who are making final disposition ot 
their estates will feel at least that 
their property will not be taken by 
the state to pay the current running 
expenses thereof, but will go into a 
fund for the upbuilding of our edu- 
cational institutions. 


Our inheritance tax rate is ridicu- 


lously low'. While I favor lafger ex- 
emptions for widows and children un- 
der the inheritance tax law, I recom- 
mend that the rate of taxation upon 
bequests and inheritance to those 
holding no blood relationship, or who 
are far removed in blood relation- 
ship to the donor, be increased, and 
that there be a reasonable increase 
with respect to other beneficiaries, 
on the large bequests and inheri- 
tances.

• Exemptions under the income- tax 
law were granted ~upon the theory 
that an amount' sufficient to cover 
the cost of living of an ordinary 
family should be exempt from taxa- 
tion,-'or, taxes should not be levied 
which remit in depriving « man And 
his family from.living according* to 


The capital fund for the various 


school interests of the state is very 
small. The common school fund has 
a capital account amounting to a lit- 
tle over 
$5,000,000; the 
normal 


school fund, about ISS,000,000; the 
university fund, about $250X100, and 
the agricultural college, a little over 
$300,000. 
These funds 
are loaned 


out for the larger part at 4% in- 
terest to school districts for the pur- 
pose of erecting schoolhouses. 


At the present time there are no 


sources from which we can obtain 
money to increase the capital fund, 
exceptstrom the taxation of the gen- 
eral property of the state, or from 
some ' specific tax. 
The common 


school fund receives about 175,000 a 
'year in fines, and a small amount 
from rentals which is added to the 
capital fund. 


With the present prevailing high 


taxes,'we should by all means avoid 
any attempt to increase those taiea. 
In fact", every eff <$t should be made 
to reduce the tax burden. 


Under the present inheritance law, 


there is about $600,000 annually paid 
into the state treasury from the in- 
heritance-tax. Inheritance, taxoj are 
quite different from the income or 
property tax. That tax comes from 
the estates of deceased persons. It 
is a contribution to the state after 
death, by operation of law. Tha in- 
heritance tax law has received scarc- 
ely any attention since-ita" enactment. 


I suggest that. there can be no 


more appropriate method of receiv- 
ing this contribution than to-propose 
that the inheritance. taxes'; be aided 
to the capital account of'our educa- 
tional institutions, forthepermantni 
fund thereof, and regard*! as • per- 
petual memorial. Such a suggestion 
if carried into law, will In a 
years .put our educationa 
upon a sound financial basis, wftbout 
any increase of text* With tfcs M- 


Our constitution provides that tax- 


ation laws may make reasonable ex- 
emptions. The legislature from time 
to time has exempted various classes 
of property from taxation. I do not 
believe that.the full spirit of the con- 
stitution hasljeen carried out. To- 
day we have vast tracts of agricul- 
tural lands lying idle and unproduct- 
ive. The pioneers who go into the 
unsettled portions of our state and 
build their log cabins, their barns, 
make their improvements, and clear 
the land, find 
that the 
assessor 


comes along and adds an increased 
assessed valuation, and then the tax 
collector comes and collects an in- 
creased toll because of the industry 
and toil of the home-builder. 
The 


result is. that private parties hold 
vast tracts of those agricultural 
lands for speculative purposes, and 
it is the pioneer who gives the idle 
lands their added value. A righteous 
policy demands that the industry and 
toil of those pioneers should\be rec- 
ognized. We cannot give them direct 
benefits out of the public treasury, 
but partial justice, at least, can be 
done by the exemption *of a reason- 
able amount of improvements from 
taxation. 


Nothing makes for the security of 


a nation so much as home-ownership. 
'Any policy that will promote 'home- 
building and home-ownership enhan- 
ces the economic stability of a state. 
The amount that should be exemp- 
ted must of necessity be an arbitrary 
figure, to be fixed according to the 
best wisdom of the legislature, as it 
may determine from the most en- 
lighteied sources. The exemptions, 
in order to be valid and to comply 
with the rule of uniformity under 
our constitution, must apply to all 
home-owners. 
, 


These suggestions with respect to 


taxation are in substantial accord 
with the platform pledge of the dom- 
inant party in this state. The dom- 
inant party made a solemn pledge to 
the people 6'f 'this state, and I am 
loath to -believe that you gentlemen 
who- are the representatives of that 
party will violate the pledge made 
to the people. 


These recommendations also are in 


substantial compliance with the dec- 
larations 
of every candidate 
for 


Governor in the last campaign, no 
matter to what party he belonged, 


• and are in substantial compliance 
with every party's pledge. 


• If ever a legislature were commit- 
;ed,by pledges to a proposition, ther 
you gentlemen clearly are committee 
;o the program I have outlined. The 
details I have mentioned are only 
suggestive, and are made for the 
purpose of .advising you as _ to my 
views of the course the legislature 
should take. .1 have endeavored to 
set forth the fundamental principles 
;o which we are all pledged, and feel 
;hat no less can be asked and yet 
<eep faith with the people of this 
state. 


In passing, I think it can fairly 


stated that none of these proposals 
will.do violence to any institution, 
industry, or individual in the state. 
We can never hope for 
absolute 


justice in the distribution of tax bur- 
dens, but we should at least aim to 
accomplish, in the highest 
degree 


possible, a just and equitable dis- 
tribution of the tax burden. I feel 
that these recommendations are a 
step in that direction. 


fighting disease', and in preventing 
poverty. 
Wisconsin ought to make her in- 


fluence felt in opposition to this pro-

MARKETING 


NATIONAL MILITARY AND 


NAVAL PROPOSALS 


In discussing taxation, I am led to 


digress and to call to your attention 
a subject of vital concern to all our 
people. It has been well said that 
"the staggering burden of taxation 
today is still the staggering burden 
of expenditures for past and future 
wars," 


The proposed national military 


and naval program contemplates an. 
expen"dh,ire of $1,500,000,000 annual- 
ly. Wisconsin's share of that burden 
is one-fortieth, or $37,500,000 each 
year. Our magnificent state capitol. 
cost $7,500,000. 
Wisconsin's shara 


of the proposed burden would enable 
the state to build five capitols c&cti 
year. Our University buildings, all 
told, <«o»t about $5,000,000. With the 
money Wisconsin people must pay 
for the proposed war establishment 
in peace times, we could build seven 
universities each. year. 


Wisconsin's total annual state, 


county and local tax, for .every pur- 
po*e, is approximate!; $76,000,000. 
{Each year Wiiconsin would pay a sum 
equal to 50% of -all .its other taxes 
HuaTfo B0%""of all its other taxes for 
army and navy .program. ' . 


The ultimate cost of government 


fall* .most heavily on. the consumer, 
no matter who. pays the. tax in the 
first instance. The ultimate cost is 
plactd on the things we buy. That 
it graphically ihown In th« increased 
coitc-f living «lnc« th« beginning of 
" 
' 
' 


The Division of Markets has no 


necessary relation to the Department, 
of Agriculture, and its' function is 
fundamentally regulative and is dir- 
ected at distribution, -while the De- 
partment of Agriculture is. primarily 
educational, and its functions 
are 


directed at production There is no 
logic in having the Division of mark- 
ets as a division of the Department 
of Agriculture, and the present stat- 
us of the law. brings about much 
confusion. 


The advisory board of the Division 


of Markets is out of harmony with 
the state's general scheme with re- 
spect to administrative boards. The 
advisory board has three powers: 
namely, appointing the director, by 
and with the consent of the Gover- 
nor; approving the appointment of 
employes in the Division by the dir- 
ector, and approving the salaries of 
such employes as fixed by the dir- 
ector, and the additional power of 
ordering investigation of prices and 
profits upon manufactured products. 


The power of appointing a director 


with the consent of the Governor was 
a compromise provision, and the ap- 
proval of appointees and their sal- 
aries by the board was brought about 
by reason of the combination of two 
bills. 


Tho power of the advisory board 


to order investigations is of no con- 
sequence, for the reason that- the re- 
sponsibility -of the adminisrsion of 
the Division of Markets rests entire- 
ly upon the director, and he should 
be held directly responsible for such 
administration. 
^ • 


The director is limited in his func- 


tions by reason of limitations upon 
^he appropriations made for the oper- 
ating expenses of the Division; and 
nasmuch as the advisory board is 
not in touch with conditions affect- 
ing prices or profits, they might very 
ea-sily order investigations which the 
director could not possibly carry out 
because of lack of funds. And by 
reason of their' • unfamiliarity with 
the subject,'if they chose to disre- 
gard the director, they might order 
investigations with respect', to the 
question of prices and profits that 
would serve n;> public purpose. On 
the'other hand, even though the_dir- 
ector suggested such investigations, 
the power might be denied -him. 
_ These provisions of the present 
law are entirely incompatible'with a 
proper adminis&ation of the depart- 
ment. If the head of the department 
cannot be charged with the respon- 
sibility, clearly he should not be per- 
mitted to serve. 


If-the Division of Markets is taken 


out of the Department of Agriculture 
it follows that some other designa- 
tion should be given to it. 


I recommend an amendment to tbe 


marketing law, to eliminate the in- 
consistencies pointed out. 


There is needless duplication and 


expense in the demarcation of duties 
>etween the .present^Diyision of Mar- 
cets and the Dairy* and Food Com- 
missioner. The duplication to which 
t. refer consists of details which will 
3C pointed ooit to your committees 
3y the respective departments and 
[ therefore forego tbe enumeration 
thereof. 


I recommend an amendment to the 


marketing law that will bring about 
the elimintion of such duplication 
and expense. 
\The present marketing law with 
respect to the prohibition of unfair 
methods of trade and 
competition 


should be extended to reach unfair 
practices which injure the consumer 
or the producer, as well as unfair 
Methods of trade or competition; and 
this power might well be extended to 
giyc the marketing director power to 
prevent hoarding, trade agreements 
restricting distribution, ae well as 
excessive and unreasonable profits 


a wide field. Some of these corpora- 
tive associations have 
gone 
into 


bankruptcy. One of the reason* for 
the insolvency of these cooperative 
organizations is the 
manipulation 


and control of such associations by 
a small coterie of officers. Subscrip- 
tions to stock in such associations 
come largely from farmers far re- 
. moved from the place of business of 
the cooperative association, and the 
expense attending the annual meet- 
ing of such association, or in ascer- 
taining the actual financial condition 
of the association, is such as to dis- 
courage the stockholders from inter- 
esting themselves after they have 
purchased the stock. Insolvency has 
also been brought about by reason 
of the lack of a proper system of 
accounting and auditing, and stock- 
holders are rendered quite helpless. 
Voting by proxy also enables the 
manipulators to control such asso- 
ciations, and through these several 
processes such associations, though 
called cooperative, in fact become 
ordinary trade corporations, often 
exploited by individuals against the 
interest of all. 
In order to protect and encourage 


such associations and prevent 
the 


evils that have attended many of 
them, I recommend that voting by 
proxy should be forbidden, but that 
the law should provide for territorial 


in a 
upon 


Wisconsin industries in 
enterprises far beyond the border?. 
f our state. 
The problem to which I have •&. 


erred it one which the 
nust eventually solve, and I thve.

departments in enforcing certain 
specific statutes, and this

should be broadened to include the 
enforcement of the statutes relating 
to trade practices. 


It is conceded that the marketing 


law was more or hws a piece of ex- 
perimental legislation, and 
on ac- 


count of the lack of information con- 
cerning the service the .marketing 
director might perform, the approp- 
riation made to the department was- 
entirely based upon guess work, and 
arbitrarily fixed. 


With the experience the depart- 


ment his had, it becomes very patent 
that the annual appropriation made 
to the department was insufficient 
and this fact is admitted on every 
hand. T take it that it la scarcely 
necessary to -urge upon you the nec- 
essity of giving this-.very important 
department sufficient funds to per- 
mit it to render service to the pro- 
ducer and the consumer to :the very 
fullest extent compatible with econ- 
omy «nd good business methods. 


voting by local associations 
union of associations; that, 
complaint -of a small 
number of 


stockholders, the marketing depart- 
ment should have power to investi- 
gate the management and practices 
of the officers of such association 
and audit its books, and if it found 
that there has been mismanagement 
or misappropriation of the associa- 
tion's funds, or any manipulation of 
the association against the interests 
of the stockholders, the department 
should have power to make available 
to the stockholders the information 
it obtains and to issue such order 
concerning such association as will 
prevent a continuance of tbe prac- 
tices found to be against the inter- 
ests of the stockholders. 


To further strengthen cooperative 


associations and to protect and en- 
courage them, I recommend that 
specific authorization of exclusive 
contract of sale between a marketing 
association and its members shall not 
be regarded as an unreasonble re- 
straint of trade; that there should 
be a removal of the artificial re- 
striction upon the amount of stock 
which a local association may hold 
in a federated association, EO as to 
permit tbe continuous raising of cap- 
ital from member associations based 
upon the volume of business; that 
there should be provision that the 
directors of a cooperative association 
shall have the prior option-to buy 
for the association the stock of a 
member, and for the specific author- 
ization of non-stock cooperative as- 
sociations by producers and consum 
ers! These recommendations are ac- 
cording to the thought and opinion 
of men who have devoted much time 
and attention to cooperative move- 
ments, and the recommendations, il 
carried out, will protect and promote 
cooperative efforts. 


The solution of our marketing 


problems cannot be brought about b; 
law alone. Legislation can, however 
open the way for a more complete 
cooperative movement. All the prob- 
lems of marketing cannot be solvet 
through cooperation within a state 
for the reason that after all, market- 
ing to a large extent is commerce 
among the several state*. 


Storage, transportation, and crcdi 


all affect the question of marketing 
Suggestions by which storage ma; 
be obtained are numerous. Cooper 
ative undertakings in storage ar 
practical and desirable. 
'There have been other method* 


suggested providing fon storage, 
namely, requiring storage, warehous 
es to be erected and maintained by 
transportation corporations, and -th 
state ownership of storage ware- 
houses. 


I hav« -very jrrave doubt about -the 


power of the state to require trans- 
portation companies to erect and 
maintain 
storage warehouses.. I 


grant that the state has power to 
compel the erection and maintenance 
by transportation companies of re- 
ceiving vrarehouees, but when such 
warehouses become storage ware- 
houses, the transportation company 
becomes a warehouseman, rather 
than a transportation compmny, and 
the power of the state to require a 
transpiration corporation to main- 
tain warehouses for storage pur- 
poses beyond the period , that 
it 


usually required in transportation, 
to me is questionable. 


The

THE BASIC EIGHT HOUR 


DAY 


For more than a ireneratioa, the 
•orld over, industrial workers have 
ought the basic eight bonr day. In 
cccnt years this wish has become 
reality to a large percentage of tha 


Boilers in all countries. Congress has 
ranted the basic eight hour day t» 
11 railroad employes, and thousand:, 
nd indeed, millions, «f other worken 
ave gotten the same concessior. 
irough voluntary agreements. 
The demand for the basic eight 
oar day in industry, as dwtingtJtsn- 
d from agricultural and domestic 
ervice, has gained such inrpetos be- 
cause it is fundamentally right. Un- 
easonable hours of labor, m tbe long 
run, mean an impairment to the 
tealth of the workers and result in 
ess, and not more, production. Tiey 
render impossible the fullest 
dis- 
charge of the duties of citizenship 
and destroy home life. 


If it were provided by law that 


eight hours shall constitute the basic 
work day in all industrial employ- 
ments, it would still be possible to 
work longer hours in. busy seasons. 
Jut if it were provided that in- 
Teased rates shall be paid for work 
>eyond eight hours per day, industry 
would make this the normal Lira:: 
and would require longer boors only 
when really necessary. 


This is not a radical proposal, bet 


one that has the endorsement 
of 


houghtful men everywhere:, indori- 
njf many of the leaders of ind-iirtrr. 
Sver since 1867 Wisconsin has p^ 
vided by law that eight hours sha',1 
constitute a day's work, in the ab- 
sence of an express contract to the 
contrary. Other laws now on the 
statute books, provide for sa eigh; 
lour day for many classes of pub- 
ic employes, for all minors under 
sixteen yearn of ge, and fiox women 
employed at night. It is but an ex- 
;ension of these laws to provide now 
hat eight hours shall be the basic 
day in industry, with permission to 
exceed this limit on conditions. 


Such a law, however, shouW not 


repeal the existing1 absolute limit»- 
jons upon the hours of labor of wo- 
nen and children. On the contrary, 
he women's hours 
of labor law 


should be extended to include addi- 
tional employments Where women 
and particularly children are con- 
cerned, the results of long hours of 
work are so disastrous that overtime 
should not be permitted. This is not 
a discrimination against women, but 
a measure urged by all their spokes-

SUGGESTIONS REGARDING

indemnity and medical aid to sucb 
employes and their dependents ag- 
gregates $2,163,414, the amount c 
yet much less than half the actual 
loss sustained" by them. 


MAXIMUM WAGE LDDT

in various ways to acquire this cen- 
tralization. 
In some cases ur.der 


the pretense of regulating interstate 
commercejkand in other cases under 
the pretense of establishing post- 
offices and postal routes, and in stil 
other cases by a species of bribery 


The state-os helpless against the 


first two methods mentioned. The 
third method need not succeed unless 
the states give its consent. 


The species of bribery to 


which I refer consists of legis- 
lation by the federal govern- 
ment in making an appropria- 
tion for some purpose under 
conditions that Uie state meet 
that appropriation with a like 
amount. 
Sometimes the ob- 


jects, to be accomplished are in 
the interests of humanity and 
for a better security of the na- 
tion, while in other cases the 
object sought to be accomplish- 
ed is to coerce the less pro? 
grcasive states into adopting 
certain 
legislation. 
Some of 


the purposes are, no doubt, de- 
sirable, but to my mind, in many 
cases the state might better af- 
ford to embark upon "the same 
undertaking independently, and 
by foregoing the appropriation 
made by the federal 
govern- 


ment, 
actually carry out the 


same project more economically. 
I therefore recommend to you 
that you closely scrutinize every 
project that is presented under 
the pretense that the state will 
receive the bounties of the fed- 
eral government.

NEW NATIONAL AGREEMENT 


Peace is Restored in Baseball When Magnates Sign 


Seven Year Contract Making Landis 


Supreme Arbiter 


CHICAGO — Judge 
Kenesaw 


Mountain Landis, now is officially in 
command of the organized baseball 
of American. He is the 
supreme 


court of all leagues, major and min- 
er, and has absolute power to pun- 
i-;h, expel or suspend any one con- 
"r.evted with the game. 


The now national agreement, in 


its original form was signed by the 
two major leagues.

Judge Landis was beginning to 


grow impatient and had not 
the 


magnates r cached an agreement 
yesterday he would have resigned 
the high ofTice tendered him in No- 
vember. He addressed a joint meet- 
ing of the American and National 
leagues in the morning and gave 
the club owners just fifteen-minutes 
in which to adopt the agreement as 
originally drawn. Re said he would 
resign at t!hc end of fifteen minutes 
unleee the mogv'is agreed to sign.

Judge Landis objected to the sub- 


sittrtion of the word "recommended" 
in the itwisod agreement. The or- 
ijrinaj agreement authorized him to

Gov. Elaine's Recommendations Breathe the Spirit of Justice 


to Common Man.

OV. JOHN J. BLAINE today placed before the legislature 


a comprehensive program outlining his views on needed 


legislation in behalf of the people of Wisconsin. 


The Capital Times will discuss these various recommenda- 


tions in detail later. 


Gov. Elaine has sent a message to the legislature that 


breathes the spirit of justice to the common man and which 
seeks to make government an instrument serving the many 
rather than the few. The roll-calls that are to come on the sug- 
gestions that have been made by Gov. Blaine will show whether 
the m«n who have been sent to the legislature have come here 
to nerve the people or the enemies of the people. 


The initiative and referendum, n more just distribution of 


the burden of taxation, the strengthening of the marketing laws, 
legislation seeking to reach direlict officers entrenched in long 
terms, and the elimination of secrecy surrounding income taxes 
are a few of the recommendations made by the governor. They 
are all in the interest of an advancement of democracy in this 
state. 


GOT. Blaine needs the hearty and intelligent support of 


every friend of democracy in the state to put this program 
through. The message is an auspicious beginning for the new 
state administration. 


The Capture of The Farm Bureau 


It Joins With Big Business in Favoring Opposition to the Ex- 


cess Profit Tax and Favors Taxing Gasoline, Sugar, 


Coffee and Tea, and Raising the Taxes on 


Tobacco, Chewing Gum and Candy.

DWARD NORDMAN, director of the division of markets 
says that the thing most needed to improve agricultural 


conditions is an increase in the general purchasing power of 
the buying public. In other words our prosperity has been too 
much in clotted spots. So anything that tends to distribute 
this prosperity more evenly among the people promotes the 
farmers' welfare. 
What will help the farmers is not for the 


families of the few rich to have plenty of money to spend, but 
for COMMON PEOPLE to have an income which will enable 
them to supply themselves with reasonable liberality with all 
the necessities of life. And the farms are the main source of 
these necessities. So if the farmer is to prosper, he will prosper 
most in a community where the very wealthy are FEW, and 
where the common men, well paid for his labor, are many. 


Very different from this sound theory is the one that has 


found lodgment with the leaders of the Farm Bureau. They 
are imbued with petty jealousy towards the wage-workers, and 
they think that the wage-workers' interests are antagonistic to 
those of the fanner. 


President Howard of the Farm Bureau seems to be working 


diligently to put that organization in complete harmony with 
manufacturers' associations, boards of commerce and big busi- 
ness. He has been conferring with these organizations as to a 
pktform of taxation. He is urging the passage by congress of 
bills denying workmen the right to strike, which amounts to 
denying them the right to ask for more wages, or better condi- 
tins af employment. Besides if the city and town workers are 
denied the right to fix the value of THEIR labor, how can we 
expect them to agree that FARMERS are entitled to fix the 
valne of their products? 
How can we expect them to agree 


that it is important that careful investigations shall be made 
as to the actual cost of producing farm products, and that then 
farmers are entitled to obtain a price that will cover cost of pro- 
duction plus a reasonable profit. 


To how great an extent Farm Bureau leaders have been 


'captured and taken into the camp of big business is shown by 
the fact that a committee of the bureau recently issued a re- 
port In which it recommended the repeal of the excess profit 
tax, which would reduce revenue receipts for this year by nearly 
a billion dollars. It recommends also that surtaxes on rein- 
vested income be limited to 20 per cent, and worse than all that 
losses in business may be deducted from the tax the next year. 
To offset this relief of taxation of the RICH the Farm Bureau 
among other things, recommends INCREASING letter postage 
to three cents, QUADRUPELING stamp taxes, raising the to- 
bacco tax from 18 to 24 cents per pound, adding a tax of ten per 
cent on musical instruments, candy and chewing gum, and tax- 
ing gasoline one cent a gallon, sugar two cents a pound, coffee 
two cents a pound, and tea ten cents a pound. 


Surely the Farm Bureau has been taken into camp by big 


business. To be sure this report is only a preliminary one and 
Will not receive FINAL SANCTION until a future meeting of 
the National Industrial conference. 


But it is significant as showing that big business is meeting 


with pronounced success in its endeavors to take taxes off the 
shoulders of the rich who can BEST afford to carry them and 
place them on the shoulders of the poor who have the LEAST 
ability to cany them. 


And the report also indicates to how great an extent the 


agricultural colleges of the country have been captured by big 
business. For to a certain extent the leaders of the Farm Bu- 
re»n have been looking up to the agricultural colleges for their 
economic views. The report also indicates why the agricul- 
tural colleges GENERALLY, some connected with the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin in particular, are averse to legislation which 


provide that farmers and wage-workers shall have a place 


til* 'governing boards of colleges and universities.
